The  uniqueness  of  Ashbury  is 
described  in  many  ways  and  one  of  the  most  important  features  is  the 
devotion  of  the  staff  who  extend  themselves  far  beyond  normal  expectations. 
The  next  five  pages  profile  our  talented  staff.  This  year  we  have  John 
Valentine  (34  years),  Greg  Simpson  (30  years)  and  Louise  Perrault  (12  years), 
and  Karen  Mc Andrew  (10  years  Leadership  Team)  to  thank  for  their  career 
dedication  to  Ashbury  as  they  retire.  They  have  had  a  tremendous  influence 
on  many  and  will  be  missed. 

Finally,  the  happy  times  and  memories  this  Ashburian  brings  to  you  would 
not  be  possible  without  the  student  editors  Sang  Ha  Park  and  Athan  Lau, 
together  with  faculty  advisors  Cindy  Rust,  Daniel  Reid  and  Ingrid  Boyd.
